ARHANGE FOR $5.00, 
BOUNTY ON COYOTES 

In an effort to conquer the in- 
creasing pestilence of coyotes in 
Alberta, new regulations covering 
the payment of bounties have 
been anounced by the Hon. N. E. 
Tanner, minister of lands and 
mines. 

Between May 1, 1947, and Sep- 
tember 30th, 1947, $5.00 will be 
the bounty paid and between Oct- 
ober Ist and March 31st, 1948, 
$3.00 will be paid, these rates ap- 
plying to males and females, ad- 
ults or pups. 

The bounty is to be paid only 
on coyotesstaken in the Province. 
Applications must be made on the 
proper form and the pelt must 
be presented to one of:- 

1. Constable of ‘the R.C.M.P. 

2.' Justice of the Peace. 

3. Commissioner for Oaths. 

4. A game officer or a Forestry 
Officer.
